EPS targets 
cruiser crashes

Throughout his career, Edmon¬ 
ton Police Service Supt. Brad 
Doucette has seen his fair share 
of car crashes involving cruisers. 

And while there haven’t been 
any major injuries in the last few 
years, some current numbers are 
troubling him. 

There have been 183 collisions 
involving EPS this year — 80 per 
cent in non-emergency situations. 

“1 believe that we should be 
setting the example as far as good 
driving habits,” said Doucette, 
adding 125 of the crashes, most 
of which have been minor, were 
preventable. 

Edmonton Police Association 
president Sgt. Tony Simioni said 
not only do police operate a com¬ 
plex vehicle, including a radio 
and computer, it’s mostly a young 


workforce. 

“Eveiy call that comes in is like 
it’s the end of the world,” said 
Simioni. “We need more seniori¬ 
ty back on the streets.” 

While Doucette said the colli¬ 
sions are “all over the map,” 30 
per cent of officers only have 
between three and five years of 
experience, which is why educa¬ 
tion is necessary. 

After 217 collisions last year 
— 25 per cent involving backing 
up — officers took a driving 
course. 

Because of the numbers stay¬ 
ing steady this year, a number of 
educational videos, along with 
more mandatory driving training 
set for February, are planned. 

Officers also need to be 
reminded to analyze every situa¬ 
tion before enacting the part of 
the Traffic Safety Act that allows 
them to exceed speed limits, said 
Doucette.

Requests for funding 
came in all forms yester¬ 
day as nearly 100 Edmon¬ 
tonians made their case 
for the 2012 budget. 

On the operating side, 
service cuts needed to 
limit the tax hike to 4.5 
per cent, or $77 for the 
average homeowner. 

And while some 
begged the city not to 
stop planting flowers and 
cleaning their alle 5 m^ays 
in the spring, others 
came with large capital 
requests. 

Scona Pool, Whitemud 
Equine Centre, the Telus 
World of Science, iHuman 
Youth Society and the 
Winspear Centre made 
their cases — and weren’t 
alone. 

“It’s going to be 
challenging for us,” said 
Coun. Kim Krushell. “Be¬ 
cause most of what we 
heard asked us to fund 
more rather than less.” 

Krushell said capital re¬ 
quests are important to 
look at in terms of 
construction costs now 
and operating costs later, 
while the operating budg¬ 
et might require more of 
a tax hike in order to 
maintain current services 
and add others. 

She plans to push for a 
0.5 per cent tax increase 
to push neighbourhood 
renewal back up to two 
per cent, while also sup¬ 
porting plans for a north¬ 
west police campus and 
new officers.

Child poverty report a 
‘serious wake-up call’

With five kids between 
the ages of nine months 
and seven years, Edmon¬ 
ton mother Amie Johnston 
and her husband can use 
all the assistance they can 
get. 

She credits her in-laws 
with helping the family to 
keep their home, as well 
as the veiy clothes on 
their backs. 

A report released yester¬ 
day proves her case that 
it’s tough for many fami¬ 
lies out there, as child 
poverty has risen 40 per 
cent. 

“It’s hard to really think 
about it because we’re all 
going through it in differ¬ 
ent ways,” says Johnston, 
whose husband is a gov¬ 
ernment worker and uni¬ 
versity student. 

The report, written by 
John Kolkman, research 
co-ordinator of the Ed¬ 
monton Social Planning 
Council, says there were 
53,000 children living in 
poverty in 2008 and 
73,000 in 2009, proof that 
many are going without 
today, he said. 

“For all Albertans and 
our provincial govern¬ 
ment, this report should 
be a veiy serious wake-up 
call,” says Bill Moore-Kil- 
gannon of Public Interest 
Alberta. 

Kolkman says a provin-

cial child tax benefit “that 
would parallel” the federal 
one “would be a very, very 
effective way to lift chil¬ 
dren out of poverty.” 

Other solutions Kolk¬ 
man suggests include hik¬ 
ing the minimum hourly 
wage to at least $10.25, 
strengthening early child 
care and more — creating 
a comprehensive poverty- 
reduction strategy, some¬ 
thing seven other 
provinces have.

The funds are to expand 
outreach services, espe¬ 
cially for homeless with 
intensive needs due to 
mental illness or sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

Outreach worker Aidan 
Inglis said it’s vital for him 
to build a relationship and 
trust with the homeless, 
meeting people in parks, 
the river valley. Old 
Strathcona and even at the 
library, where some go to 


warm up or get some 
sleep. 

“We meet people wher¬ 
ever they are, and when 
they’re ready to make a 
change, we can help,” he 
said. “Even seeing the 
same faces eveiy day mat¬ 
ters. The need is vital.” 

Ken Desjarlais, a sea¬ 
sonal worker whose back 
injury left him without a 
job or home, said Boyle 
Street has been a place to 
make friends, get a coffee 
and look into housing.

A court heard yesterday 
about the gruesome home 
life of a teenage girl al¬ 
legedly killed by her fami¬ 
ly along with her two 
sisters. 

Sahar Shafia confided in 
school and child protec¬ 
tion authorities that she 
was being pressured to 
wear a hijab, the court in 
Kingston, Ont., was told. 

She was also being 
shunned at home, so she 


tried to kill herself, the 
court heard. 

Shafia, then 16, told a 
school assistant principal 
her parents had barely spo¬ 
ken with her in the previ¬ 
ous eight months. 

She also said she was 
subject to verbal and physi¬ 
cal abuse by her older 
brother, the assistant prin¬ 
cipal told court. 

It was all too much, so 
she took some pills in a 



suicide attempt, assistant 
principal Josee Fortin said. 

“1 had enough,” she said 
Sahar told her. “1 wanted 
to die.” 

The bodies of Sahar, 17, 
her sisters Zainab, 19, and 
Geeti, 13, along with the 
body of Rona Amir Mo¬ 
hammad, 50, one of their 
father’s two wives, were 
found in a car submerged 
in a Kingston canal.

YEMEN PRESIDENT 
AGREES TO STEP DOWN 


Yemen’s authoritarian 
President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh yesterday agreed 
to step down amid a 
fierce uprising to oust 
him after 33 years in 
power. The U.S. and its 
powerful Gulf allies 
pressed for the deal, con¬ 
cerned that a security 
collapse in the impover¬ 
ished Arab nation was al¬ 
lowing an active 
al-Qaida franchise to 
gain a firmer foothold. 

Saleh is the fourth 
Arab leader toppled in 
the wave of Arab Spring 
uprisings this year, after 
longtime dictators fell in 
Tunisia, Eg 5 Apt and Libya. 
The deal gives Saleh im¬ 
munity from 
prosecution — 
contradicting a key 
demand of Yemen’s op¬ 
position protesters. 

Seated beside Saudi 
King Abdullah in the 
Saudi capital Riyadh, 
Saleh signed the U.S.- 
backed deal hammered 
out by his country’s 
powerful Gulf Arab 


neighbours to transfer 
power within 30 days to 
his vice-president. Abed 
Rabbo Mansour Hadi. 
That will be followed by 
early presidential 
elections within 90 days. 

He was dressed smart¬ 
ly in a dark business suit 
with a matching striped 
tie and handkerchief, 
and he smiled as he 
signed the deal, then 
clapped his hands a few 
times. He then spoke for 
a few minutes to mem¬ 
bers of the Saudi royal 
family and international 
diplomats, promising 
his ruling party “will be 
co-operative” in working 
with a new unity govern¬ 
ment. 

“This disagreement 
for the last 10 months 
has had a big impact on 
Yemen in the realms of 
culture, development, 
politics, which led to a 
threat to national unity 
and destroyed what has 
been built in past years,” 
he said.

Navi Pillay, the UN High

in attempting to suppress 
protesters. 

“Some of the images 
coming out of Tahrir, in¬ 
cluding the brutal beating 
of already subdued protest¬ 
ers, are deeply shocking, 
as are the reports of un¬ 
armed protesters being 
shot in the head,” Pillay 
said. 

Clashes resumed for a 
fifth day despite a promise 
by the head of the ruling 
military council on Tues¬ 
day to speed up a presiden¬ 
tial election to the first 


half of next year, a conces¬ 
sion swiftly rejected by 
tens of thousands of pro¬ 
testers in Tahrir Square. 

Elnadeem Center, an

O B.C. judge justifies centuries-old ban on polygamy 
O Says harm to women and children outweigh religious rights 


Chief Justice Robert Bau¬ 
man of the B.C. Supreme 
Court concluded yesterday 
that Canada’s polygamy 
law is valid as long as it is¬ 
n’t used to prosecute child 


brides, and he suggested it 
should be interpreted that 
way. 

“This case is essentially 
about harm.... This in¬ 
cludes harm to women, to 


children, to society and to 
the institution of monoga¬ 
mous marriage,” wrote 
Bauman. “Polygamy’s 
harm to society includes 
the critical fact that a great 


many of its individual 
harms are not specific to 
any particular religious, 
cultural or regional con¬ 
text. They can be general¬ 
ized and expected to occur 
wherever polygamy ex¬ 
ists.” 

Bauman’s decision isn’t 
binding, although the case 
is expected to end up at the 
Supreme Court of Canada, 
which would have the final 
say on Canada’s polygamy

law. George Macintosh, a 
lawyer appointed to op¬ 
pose the law at the hear¬ 
ings, said he would likely 
launch such an appeal. 

The case was prompted 
by more than two decades 
of controversy surround¬ 
ing the isolated religious 
community of Bountiful, 
B.C., where residents fol¬ 
low a fundamentalist form 
of Mormonism that be¬ 
lieves polygamy is required 


to attain the highest level 
of heaven. 

The failed prosecution 
of two leaders from the 
community — Winston 
Blackmore and James Oler 
set the stage for the cur¬ 
rent constitutional refer¬ 
ence.

7 charged in 
Amish attacks 



The leader of a breakaway 
Amish group allowed the 
beatings of those who dis¬ 
obeyed him, made some 
members sleep in a chick¬ 
en coop and had sexual re¬ 
lations with married 
women to “cleanse them,” 
federal authorities said 
yesterday as they charged 
him and six others with 
hate crimes in hair-cut¬ 
ting attacks against other 
Amish. 

Authorities raided the 
group’s compound in east¬ 
ern Ohio earlier in the day 
and arrested seven men, 
including group leader 
Sam Mullet and three of 
his sons. Several members 
of the group carried out 
the attacks in September, 
October and November by 
forcefully cutting the 
beards and hair of Amish 
men and women and then 
taking photos of them, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Cutting the hair is a 
highly offensive act to the 
Amish, who believe the 
Bible instructs women to 
let their hair grow long 
and men to grow beards 
and stop shaving once 
they marry. 

One victim told the FBI 
he would rather have

Occupy protesters want 
shoppers to occupy some¬ 
thing besides door-buster 
sales and mall parking lots 
on Black Friday. 

Some don’t want people 
to shop at all. Others just 
want to divert shoppers 
from big chains and giant 
shopping malls to local 
mom-and-pops. 

And while the actions 
don’t appear co-ordinated, 
they have similar themes: 
supporting small business¬ 
es while criticizing the 
day’s dedication to conspic¬ 
uous consumption and 
shopping that fuels big cor¬ 
porations. Nearly each one 
promises some kind of sur¬ 
prise action on the day af¬ 
ter Thanksgiving — the 
start of holiday shopping 
season. 

In Seattle, protesters are 


carpooling to Wal-Mart 
stores to protest with other 
Occupy groups. Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., is offering a “real¬ 
ly, really free market,” 
where people can donate 
items so others can go gift 
shopping for free. 

The 75-person encamp¬ 
ment in Boise, Idaho, will 
send “consumer zombies” 
to wander around a mall in 
silent protest. In Chicago, 
protesters will serenade 
shoppers with revamped 
Christmas carols about 
buying local. The Des 
Moines, Iowa, group plans 
flash mobs at three malls. 

Protesters say the move¬ 
ment shouldn’t take away 
money and seasonal jobs 
from the working-class ma¬ 
jority it purports to repre¬ 
sent. The corporations, not 
the shoppers, are the focus 


of any protests, they say. 
But organizers do hope 
their actions drive people 
to reconsider shopping at 
national chains and direct 
their attention to small, lo¬ 
cally owned stores. 

That may not fry with 
small businesses waiy of 
any association with the 
movement, which presents 
itself as pushing back 
against corporate power. 

Trying to shop exclusive¬ 
ly local neglects economies 
of scale, job specialization 
and other benefits that big, 
multi-state corporations 
can bring, said George Ma¬ 
son University economist 
Russ Roberts. 

“Don’t punish yourself 
by not shopping where you 
can get the best deal; that’s 
foolish,” Roberts said.

But let’s 
put it this way, 1 know a lot 
about an actress, a beauti¬ 
ful woman, who is made to 
feel like her moment has 
passed now that she’s in 
her 40s. 1 love that element 
of Vivien Leigh. 

How is it as a ’’first-time 
director”? 

Well, this is veiy different. 
It taught me that when you 
choose a film as a director 
you better be damn sure 


it’s going to be something 
you can feel passionate 
about. Because you’re go¬ 
ing to be in a lot of test- 
screenings and you’re 
going to be under a lot of 
scrutiny. And I’ve been on

More Black Friday bargain 
hunting is beginning to 
happen in Canada, says an 
Ottawa-based marketing 
expert. 

“Surveys across Canada 
show that this year, cross- 
border shopping is going to 
be down,” said Brian Card, 
president of the Ottawa- 
based market research 
firm CRG consulting. 

But that flies in the face 
of travel data from Statis¬ 
tics Canada showing same- 
day car trips to and from 
the U.S. by Canadians are 
at their highest level since 
1998 at 7.2 million in the 
second quarter of 2011 and 
7.1 million in the third. 

BMO economist Robert 
Kavcic said the numbers 
correlate with the rise in 
value of the loonie versus 
the greenback.

O Make a batch of these skewers to enjoy for a holiday gathering O The 
combination of meats, spices makes for a great conversation appetizer 


These Middle Eastern-style 
skewers combine a potent 
but delicious seasoning 
blend (gobs of black pep¬ 
per and ground star anise) 
with a mix of ground 
sausage, bison and shrimp. 
The result is deliciously 
meaty and warmly spicy. 

And since the holidays 
are a time to entertain, we 
prepared these as tiny par- 
ty-fi:iendly skewers. 

If you’d prefer them for 
dinner, you could use larg¬ 
er skewers with more 
meat (you’ll need to adjust 
the cooking time). You can 
also skip the sticks entire¬ 
ly and form them into 
meatballs. 

While 1 favoured bison 
in this blend because it is 
naturally lean, you could 
also use lean ground beef 
or turkey 

If you want to offer a 
simple dipping sauce for 
these skewers, mix togeth¬ 
er equal parts toasted 


sesame oil, seasoned rice 
vinegar and soy sauce, as 
well as a bit of garlic pow¬ 
der and flnely diced fresh 
chives. 

Preparation: 

I Coat a rimmed baking 
sheet with cooking 
spray. 

2 In a spice grinder, com¬ 
bine star anise and pep¬ 
percorns. Grind until 
reduced to a fine pow¬ 
der. Set aside. 

B ln a food processor, 
combine sausages, 
shrimp, onion and sage. 
Pulse until coarsely 
ground. Transfer to a 
large bowl. Add bison, 
salt, star anise-pepper 
mixture and 
breadcrumbs. Use your 
hands to mix well. 

4 Break off a walnut-size 
chunk of the mixture 


and form it in an 
oblong about 2.5 cm (1 
inch) thick at the 
centre. Repeat with re¬ 
maining meat mixture, 
arranging meat on pre¬ 
pared baking sheet. You 
should have about 40 
oblongs. Broil for 3 min¬ 
utes, then turn and 
broil for another 3 min¬ 
utes or until cooked 
through. Alternatively, 
skewers can be cooked 
on a medium-high 
greased grill for about 3 
minutes per side. 

Tip: When grilling, the 
skewers can be inserted 
prior to cooking.

It’s too much to ex¬ 
pect the d 3 mamic kids of 
Edmonton to shoulder all 
the load and as expected, 
the road proved less 
firiendly to Ryan Nugent- 
Hopkins than Rexall Place 
has been. 

If there’s one thing 
Sm 5 fth could improve up¬ 
on this season it’s disci¬ 
pline. On numerous 
occasions the Mulleted 
One has gone to the box 
for reasons less than un¬ 
derstandable. 

In fact, Sm 5 fth began the 
campaign by taking a 
dumb elbowing major dur¬ 
ing a 1-1 tie with Pitts¬ 
burgh — with a game 


misconduct tacked on for 
good measure. Luckily the 
Oilers killed the infraction 
and went on to win their 
season opener in a 
shootout, but it wasn’t ex¬ 
actly veteran leadership at 
its finest.

It’s hard to find fault in

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Rookie in exclusive company 

O Nugent-Hopkins on pace to average more than a point a game in his first season, as Crosby, Ovechkin, Malkin did 


If Ryan Nugent-Hopkins 
keeps this up, he’ll find 
himself in some pretty ex¬ 
clusive company. 

Not only is the 18-year- 
old centre leading the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers in scoring, 
he’s on pace to average 
more than a point per 
game — something only 
Alex Ovechkin, Sidney 
Crosby and Evgeni Malkin 
have accomplished as 
rookies since the lockout. 

In retrospect, it seems 
silly there was even a de¬ 
bate about where he 
would play this season. 

“Obviously, his intelli¬ 
gence is helping him find 
ways to adapt to a different 
level,” Oilers general man¬ 
ager Steve Tambellini said 
in an interview yesterday. 

Nugent-Hopkins has 
quickly put to rest all of 
the concerns about his size 
that were raised when Ed¬ 
monton picked him first 
overall at the draft in June. 
The common thought 
then was that he would 
need more time with the 
WHL’s Red Deer Rebels to 
fill out his slender six-foot- 
one frame. 

The Oilers wisely decid¬ 
ed to be patient and let Nu¬ 
gent-Hopkins make the 
decision for them. The or¬ 
ganization tempered ex¬ 
pectations heading into 
training camp and allowed 
the rookie to play nine reg¬ 
ular-season games before 
choosing to keep him in 
the NHL. 

“We purposely didn’t al¬ 
low our coaching staff and 


scouting staff to really get 
down to discussions until 
we completed that 
process,” said Tambellini. 
“With Ryan, we just said 
‘Be yourself, nothing 
more, nothing less. Just be 
yourself out there.’ 

“Obviously, he’s played 
veiy well for us so far.” 

Nugent-Hopkins has 
been particularly hot of 
late, racking up nine 
points in the last three 
games thanks in large part 
to a five-assist perform¬ 
ance against Chicago over 
the weekend. 

Ahead of tomorrow’s 
game against Minnesota at 
Xcel Energy Center, the 
building where he was 
drafted, Nugent-Hopkins 
was tied with the rejuve¬ 
nated Ryan Sm 5 fth for the 
team lead in scoring with 
22 points in 21 games. Jor¬ 
dan Eberle was next at 21 
points. 

There is a fair bit of sub¬ 
tlety to Nugent-Hopkins’ 
game. Not particularly 
fiashy or fast, he possesses 
great on-ice vision and a 
knack for getting his line- 
mates the puck. He’s the 
kind of player who can 
pick up two or three as¬ 
sists in a game without 
drawing much attention. 

And the native of Burna¬ 
by, B.C., has quickly be¬ 
come a go-to member of 
the Oilers, averaging near¬ 
ly 17 minutes per game. 

“You’re not going to get 
the ice time at this level 
unless the coaches trust 
you in a lot of different sit¬ 


uations,” said Tambellini. 

Nugent-Hopkins has 
even had an answer for 
those wondering how he 
might hold up to the phys¬ 
ical rigours of life in the 
NHL. During Monday’s 
game in Dallas, the 175- 
pound forward reacted to 
some rough play from 
Brenden Morrow by ham¬ 
mering the Stars captain 
to the ice. Morrow has 30 
pounds and 14 years on 
the Oilers rookie. 

Save for the baby face, 
Nugent-Hopkins looks like

Among the suggestions 
that have been floating 
around is having the last 
few players selected in 
groups so that the atten¬ 
tion isn’t put on just one 
individual. Either way, it 
should be of little concern 
to Kessel — the NHL’s 
scoring leader will be a 
more coveted pick this 
time around.
